The Cabinet held an extraordin- 
ary meeting in the Knesset building 
yesterday afternoon. 

Most of the Cabinet ministers 
were at the House in any case, 
so as to be on hand for the close 
votes on the second reading of the 
State Budget. They conducted their 
ministerial ‘business from their 
rooms on the second floor of the 
‘Knesset building. 

Nothing official was released 
about the Cabinet session, which 
lasted 45 minutes, but it was widely 
assumed to have been on security 
affairs, especially the tense situation 
in the North since the Nahariya 
terror kiHing. 

arlier this week the Cabinet re- 
portedly set up a small ad hoc com- 
mittee of ministers to recommend a 
clear division of functions between 
the Army, the Border Police and 
the Police as regards internal sec- 
urity. This was urged in the Horev 
Report on the Ma'alot school mas- 
sacre — which will be discussed by. 
the ‘Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee at a second 
session this morning in the presence 
of Premier Yitzhak Rabin. 

Because of this second session, 
the (nesset plenum was not able 
to debate the Ma’alot report this 
week, and so its publication date 
has not been announced for the 
time being.

US. signs uranium 
enrichment accords 
with Israel, Egypt

An agreement for the purchase of 
“yranium enrichment services" from 
the U.S. was signed in Washington 
yesterday by the managing-director 
of the Israel Electric Corporation, 
Ariel Amiad. A similar agreement 
was signed by the chairman of the 
U.S. Atomic Energy Commission, 
Dixy Lee Ray, and Ahmed Sultan 
Ismail, the Egyptian Minister- of 
Electric Power. = 

An AEC spokesman said the con- 
tracts are conditional upon the suc- 
cessful negotiation of agreements 
for cooperation under which Israel 
and Hgypt will be allowed to buy 
reactors and components from U.S. 
suppliers. 

The ANC said the US will not 
supply the basic uranium on a gov- 
ernment-to-government basis, but 
that Israel and Egypt may obtain 
it on the world market, including 
U.S. industrial sources. 

The cost of enriching uranium 
for reactor use is estimated at ap- 
proximately $39m. for each country 
over a 10-year period. 

Under the provisional contracts, 
the ABC would provide enriching 
services for uranium fue] for about 
600 megawatts of nuclear power 
for each country, The uranium 
would be enriched to a U-235 
isotope content of leas than four 
per went for use in light water 
cooled reactors! . 

Ao Electric Corporation spokes- 
man told The Jerusalem Post last 
night the agreement means Israel 
will be added to the list of coun~ 
tries eligible to apply to the U.S. 
for uranium enrichment services in 
six years’ time.

Mr. Bar-Lev said that despite the 
agreement, Israel has not ruled out 
other non-petroleum fue] sources, 
including solar energy. But he noted

“We talk with the Americans on 
both directions, making Israel se- 
eure, and continuing negotiations,” 
one sourte said.

In his meeting with Sisco, how- 
ever, Peres covered not only the 
security matters which dominated 
the activities of the mission here, 
but also such issues as the status 
of Syrian Jewry and the continued 
search for bodies of missing Israeli 
soldiers, 

It was agreed that another mili- 
tary mission, at a lower staff level, 
will return to Washington in the 
second part of July to follow up 
in a detailed manner the issues dis- 
cussed In more general terms here 
this week. 

The mission did, however, go in- 
to extensive detail on arms supplies 
during a similarly long meeting on 
Tuesday afternoon with. Defence 
Secretary James Schlesinger. Follow- 
ing that meeting Peres told The 
Jerusalem Post that “we had a 
rather tong and fundamental dis- 
cussion about the needs of Israel, 
and I found the Secretary very weil 
disposed toward Israel's needs.” 

Peres added that Schlesinger said 
he thinks that everything possible 
shouki be done to maintain the 
security of Israel and the balance 
of power in the region. The Defence 
Minister called the meeting highly 
constructive and friendly, and said 
it went into ‘both the general pic- 
ture of current developments, and 
the details.” 

The meeting, attended by the en- 
tire Peres mission and several high 
Pentagon officials in addition to 
Schlesinger, was preceded by a half- 
hour private tete-a-tete between the 
two defence leaders. 

Schlesinger has come under cri- 
Hicism in pro-Israel circles since 
the October war as baving been 
unhelpful to Israel's needs. This 
criticism was fuelled most recently 
by excerpts from 2 forthcoming 
book on Secretary Kissinger by 
Marvin and Bernard Kalb, which 
depicted Schlesinger as the chief 
opponent of the effort to ready 
a US. airlift to resupply Israeli 
armaments during the first week 
of the war. 

Peres, however, stressed that he 
found Schlesinger to be sympathe- 
tic and friendly to Israel's request 
for the U.S. to establish a long- 
term large-scale military supply re- 
lationship with Israel —- to move 
from a “grocery story to a super- 
market mentality,” as one high 
Israeli official put it 

In a nationally televised inter- 
view yesterday on NBC's “Today” 
show, Peres reiterated his satisfac- 
tion with the meeting and Schle- 
singer. “I was very much impressed 
by his person and very moved by 
his attitude toward the needs of 
Israel,” he said.

Strong U.S. 
protest made 
in Khartoum 


CAIRO (AP), — The U.S. Ambas- 
sador to Sudan yesterday delivered 
a strong American protest over the 
“virtual release" of eight Black 
September terrorists convicted of 
killing his predecessor and two 
other diplomats, 

Ambassador William Brewer, who 
met with President Jaafar Numeiry 
for over an hour yesterday, was to 
fly back to the US. via London 
later in the day — recalled to Wash- 
ington for “consultations,” 

Brewer, reached by phone in 
Khartoum, said he did not know 
if his recall to Washington would 
be for “a long period or short 
period.” He refused to comment on 
his talk with Numeiry. 

Brewer had been instructed by the 
State Department to protest Nu- 
meiry’s decision to turn over to the 
Palestine ‘Tdberation Organization 
eight terrorists convicted on Mon- 
day for the March 1973 murders. 

The US. “cannot accept the vir- 
tual release of the confessed mur- 
derers as adequate punishment,” 
the State Department had said. 

The eight terrorists were flown to 
Cairo on Tuesday. Numeiry quickly 
reduced to seven years the life sen- 
tences and then decided to hand 
the group to the PLO to carry out 
the punishment. 

In Washington, the State Depart- 
ment said U.S. diplomats in Cafro 
have taken up with “appropriate 
authorities” the presence of the 
eight killers in the Egyptian capital 
following thelr release.

TEL AVIV. — The municipality is 
thinking of pushing its drive for a 
cleaner city by setting up dog 
toilets on every street, Mayor 
Shiomo Lahat told the press yes- 
terday.

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Sex clinic hae 
aids disabled

TEL AVIV..— A sex counselling 
Clinic for the disabled has been oper- 
ating in Israel for the past several 
months, the Second International 
Symposium on Sex ‘Education here 
was told yesterday. 

Dr. Emanuel Chigier of the Sex 
Counselling Clinic at Sheba Medical 
Centre's rehabilitation centre said 


the clinic dealt with two types of " 


disabled persons — those. who had 
been physically disfigured (often in 
automobile accidents rather than 
war) but could still function sexual- 
jy, and persons whose sexual func- 
tioning was affected by paralysis 
or other disability. 

In both cases, he sald, patients 
needed to have their “image” re- 
built, and to get rid of the idea that 
due to their disabilities they could 
not enjoy a. happy sexual relation- 
ship. 

“We teach them that real intimacy 
does not depend on a person's hand- 
someness or his auatomy,” he said. 

It was important for disabled men 
to realize that the decision-making 
process “does not depend on a pair 
of sound legs — it depends on a 
sound mind and a stable emotional 
personality." Moreover, they need 
not begin to think they could only 
marry feminine “rejects” — there 
are encugh kind, decent and loving 
girls who don't look at a person's 
fisabilities but at his abilities, Dr. 
Chigier said.

India’s bomb 
‘proves pact 
has failed’ 


STOCKHOLM (AP). India’s 
nuclear explosion proves the Non- 
Proliferation Treaty of 1970 has 
failed, the ‘Stockholm International 
Peace Institute has said. 

‘The U.S. and Soviet Union have 
not fulfilled their commitment to 
prevent an increase in countries pos- 
sessing nuclear explosive devices, 
the institute said. 

“Nuclear devices for peaceful pur- 
poses are indistinguishable from 
those destined for military pur- 
poses,” it added. 

In a special report called “Nuc- 
lear Proliferation Problems,” the 
institute said the nuclear arms race 
has continued unabated, and it nam- 
ed a number of “near nuclear coun- 
tries” who have not ratified the 
Non-Proliferation Treaty, including 
Egypt, Israel and Argentina. 

The book also warns that nuc- 
lear materials could be used by 
“terrorists, organized criminals and 
other non-governmental groups" as 
nuclear weapons are relatively easy 
to produce. 

The institute Is an independent 
body for research into problems of 
peace and conflict.

The court heard about 100 wit- 
nesses in Israel and another 200 in 
this north German sea port city for 
the trial of Gerhand Hrren, 73, a 
former commissioner administrating 
the Nazi-occupied White Russian 
district of Sionim.

‘The appellants, who advocate a 
Marxist revolution in the Middle 
East and the esteblshment of a 
proletarian regime in both the Jew- 
ish and Arab parts of the area,

attaining their aim. At his insistence 
the appellants went secretly to Sy- 
ria, where they received paramili- 
tary training in sabotage methods. 

The appellants were arrested and 
charged in the Haifa District Court 
with, inter alia, assisting the enemy 
during war, an offence under sec- 
tion 9 of the Penal Law Revision 
(State Security) Law, 1957, which 
provides that: “(a) A person who, 
with intent to assist an enemy in 
his war against Israel, commits an 
act calculated so as to assist him is 
liable to the death penalty or to 
imprisonment for life. (b) For the 
purpose of this section ‘assistance’ 
includes the delivery of informmtion 
with the intention that it shallfall 
into the hands of the enemy or in 
the knowledge that it may fall into 
fis ‘hands and it shall be imma- 
terial whether or not war is being 
waged at the time the information 
is delivered.” 

The appellants were found guilty 
of this offence and several lesser 
ones and sentenced respectively to 
17, 17, 15 and 10 years’ imprison- 
ment.

prejudice the right of all parties 
to a fair trial In addition, he added, 
the courts must give consideration 
to the objections of any of the par- 
ties and give its reasons for over- 
riding them. 

In the particular case under con- 
Sideration, he held, not one of the 
above conditions had been fulfilled: 
there had been no real interest of 
the State in televising the proceedings 
in Israel or abroad: there had been 
8 reasonable fear of prejudicing the 
fair, just and proper conduct of the 
trial and of the rights of the ac- 
cused ‘by giving undue publicity to 
the proceedings; and both the de- 
fence and the prosecution had ob- 
jected to the televising of the pro- 
ceedings. However, as there had 
been no miscarriage of justice in 
consequence of the televising of the 
Proceedings, no one having alleged 
that the accused had not been given 
a fair trial, he did not think, held 
Justice Cohn, that the error com- 
mitted by the District Court con- 
stituted sufficient cause for al'ow- 
ing the appellants’ appeal. 

Justice Cohn then went on to dis- 
‘cuss the merits of the appeal, noting 
that he would concentrate solely on 
the most serious of the charges of 
which the appellants had been con- 
victed: that of providing assistance 
to the enemy during war, contrary 
to section 9 of the State Security 
Law. The Court, he said, had to 
find answers to four questions be- 
fore this offence could be establish- 
ed: whether the acts committed by 
the appellants were calculated to as- 
sist an enemy in his war against 
Israel; whether “an enemy” must 
be a hostile state or whether it 
includes sabotage organizations, and 
if it refers only to a state, whe- 
ther the assistance given must be 
@irect or whether it could also be 
indirect; whether the assistance gi- 
ven to an enemy must be given dur- 
ing an actual war or whether it 
can also be given during a period 
of cessation of hostilities and 
whether the intention to commit trea- 
Son referred to in section 9 had 
existed in the present case in the 
light of the appellants’ ideological 
motives,

‘But, on the other hand, he noted, 
the assistance to an enemy need 
mot necessarily be direct assistance 
to the government of the state con- 
cerned or to its armed forces. For 
if the courts were to demand that 
the assistance to the enemy should 
take the form only of direct assis- 
tance to the government of the hos- 
tile state, they would make an 
empty letter of section ὃ, The as- 
sistance referred to in section 2 
should, therefore, he held, be deem- 
ed to be every act which contributes 
to the conduct of war against Is- 
rael, irrespective of against whom, 
or under the aegis of whom, or at 
the instance of whom the act is 
committed. It is common knowledge, 
continued Justice Cohn, that the sa- 
botage organizations. including the 
Fatah, committed many and various 
acts calculated to assist enemy states 
in their war against Israel and no 
one disputed the fact that the Kauji 
with whom the appellants had been 
in contact’ is a member of the Fa- 
tah. Furthermore the evidence show- 
ed that Kauji was not only a mem- 
ber of the Fatah but he was also 
a Syrian agent and Syria had most 
certainly declared that it was in 2 
state of war with Israel. 


Turning to the third question, Jus- 
tice Cohn held that from the defi- 
nition of “enemy” in section 1 of 
the Law it is clear that there can 
be a state of war whether or not 
war has been declared and whether 
or not armed hostilities are in pro- 
gress. So that war must be deemed 
to be a factual state, established by 
objective criteria, of which the ac- 
tual conduct of armed hostilities 
is not necessarily one. In other 
words, the war can be either ac- 
tual or potenttal. In consequence, 
assistance to an enemy in his war 
against Israel can be given between 
hostilities, during a period of cease- 
fire or separaton of forces, as long 
85 it is clear that the enemy still 
considers himself in a state of 
war or has not abandoned all idea 
of destroying Israel. This was the 
state of affairs in the present case 
when the appellants gave assistance 
to the enemy. 

In considering the last of the four 
questions he had posed (that of in- 
tention to commit treachery) Justice 
Cohn noted that sometimes the very 
nature of the acts committed by an 
accused point to his intent to harm 
the security of the State in the ab- 
gence of any other reasonable ex- 
planation for them. The Haifa Dis- 


trict Attorney had argued in this pardis: 


context, he continued, that a sim- 
Mar rule applied to intent to assist 
the enemy: that is, when the acts 
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committed by the accused are by 
their very nature likely to assist 
an enemy, then it is permissible, or 
even Mandatory for the courts tc 
induce, from the very fact that 
these acts were committed, an in- 
tention to assist the enemy. However, 
hetd Justice Cohn, he thought that 
only if the acts perpetrated are 
such as can only be of assistance 
to the enemy and are not likely to 
be intended for some legitimate pur- 
pose, May it be assumed that they 
were committed with the intent: 
of assisting the enemy, in the ab- 
sence of any actual proof of that 
intention. 

In the present case. he went on 
to hold, the appellants' delivery of 
Secret military information to Kauji, 
their iNegal visit to Syria where 
they received paramilitary training, 
and their conspiring with Kauji, tc 
receive arms and explosives for acts 
of sabotage in Israel, certainly poiut- 
ed to their intention to assist the 
enemy of Israel in his war against 
Israel, in the absence of any other 
possible explanation for these acts. 
And as to the appellants’ argument 
that their motives had been purely 
ideological, it should be noted that 
it is not uncommon for criminal 
measures to be adopted in order to 
realise the most high-minded of mo- 
tives. But in order to remove al! 
doubts, stressed Justice Cohn, he 
wished to add that he did not 
think the appellants’ assistance tc 
the enemy had been purely imai- 
vertent and ineldental to the reali- 
sation of their idealogical aims. Fr
